Eklatna  Drainage  has  more  snow  and  higher  water  content  than  1963,  but 
is  still  below  the  cumulative  average  for  the  past  years. 

Matanuska  Drainage 

Sheep  Mountain  course  has  the  lowest  snow  and  water  content  recorded  since 
the  course  was  established  in  1958 <, 

Chena  Drainage 

Chena  courses  generally  show  a small  increase  in  snow  depth  since  March 
with  considerable  increase  in  water  content.  However , water  content  is 
below  average  for  all  these  courses „ 

Susitna  Drainage 

There  are  seven  courses  in  this  drainage.  Three  had  less  snow  and  three 
had  more  snow  with  one  showing  approximately  the  same  amount  as  the  March 
reading.  Since  only  one  actual  measurement  was  made  and  this  showed  a slight 
decrease  in  water  content,  it  is  assumed  that  there  is  very  little  change 
in  the  total  water  content  in  this  drainage. 

Copper  River  Drainage 

Mr  measurements  were  made  on  three  courses.  Course  No,  20,  at  Haggard  Lake, 
had  more  snow  in  April  than  in  March.  Course  No.  21,  at  Chistochina,  had 
less  snow  and  Course  No,  28,  at  St.  Anne’s  Lake,  had  double  the  amount  of 
snow. 

Course  No,  34,  near  Worthington  Glacier,  was  measured  and  had  more  snow  and 
3"  more  water  than  the  six-year  average  for  April  1st, 

Yukon  above  Rampart 

Last  fall,  four  courses  were  set  up  in  this  drainage  primarily  for  testing 
the  accuracy  of  snow-measuring  equipment.  The  courses  are  located  at 
Fort  Yukon,  Arctic  Village,  Venetie  and  Chandalar  Lake.  These  courses  were 
measured  on  March  16,  17,  18  and  19th.  The  data  is  included  as  a matter 
of  information  for  anyone  interested. 

The  lateness  of  this  report  is  due  in  part  to  the  Alaska  earthquake.  Some 
of  the  courses  could  not  be  read  on  schedule  because  of  urgent  need  for 
planes  and  personnel  to  cope  with  the  disaster  situation.
